Thi dedica­ 
tion was presided over by Bishop 
C harles H. Helm sing of Cape G ir­ 
ardeau. 
The procession from the rectory 
to the church and the form al bless­ 
ing of the exterior of the edifice by 
procession around it was elim inat­ 
ed from the itinerary by the incle­ 
m ent w eather. 
Prom ptly at 3 p. m. the proces­ 
sional started at the rea r of the 
church with Bishop Helm sing bles­

Harry Shell and Self 


Donald Ray Busby, 22, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Bill Busby of near 
B ragg City used a 16 guage single 
barrel shotgun to kill his friend 
H arry Shell, 23, son of Mrs. Elsie 
Huddle son, of Clarkton, Mo., about 
5 30 p. m . Saturday and then fatal­ 
ly wounded himself. He died in thV 
Pem iscot County M em orial Hospi­ 
tal, at Hayti at 10:30 p. m . Sat 
urday. 
Just w hat the real cause was of 
the tragedy nobody seem s able to 
determ ine but according to reports 
i of the State Highway Patrol and 
I Deputy Sheriff J. M. Upchurch, of 
Pem iscot county, 
it 
could 
have 
stem m ed from two reasons — jeal­ 
ousy and liquor. 
The shooting took place in the 
kitchen of the E rn est Robinson 
home about four m iles north of 
Bragg City. The two men, both 
single, had been ‘batching’ at a 
house about a half m ile away from 
the home of Busby's parents and 
S aturday night Shell left the place 
before Busby and went to the Rob­ 
inson home.

We can take a 
tip from our police department who pass on scientific advice 
from drivers who have participated in exhaustive experi­ 
ments, test-driving automobiles under severe winter driving 
conditions. Their advice: Do not even attempt to drive a ve­ 
hicle which is not properly equipped for hazards of winter 
driving. 
Such equipment would include defrosters in good working 
order, and new, live ru b ier blades, in your windshield wipers 
for rain and snow storms. It also includes having a set of 
reinforced tire chains in the trunk and willingness to use 
them when really needed—even though we may not like the 
minor chore of putting them on. 
Hundreds of tests conducted by the National Safety Coun­ 
cil’s Committee on Winter Driving Hazards proved that rein­ 
forced tire chains reduce braking distances on snow or ice 
by .*»o per cent, and increase a car’s uphill or starting traction 
— pulling power—about 409 per cent on ice and 313 per cent 
on packed snow. Snow tires, too, give some nill for milder 
conditions, reducing braking distance about 12 per cent and 
aiding traction by *28 per cent on ice and 51 per cent on loose 
Iv packed snow. Drivers should know and consider these facts 
carefully and not be over confident. 
Smart drivers will not wait until their own experience, 
possibly a tragic one. proves to them personally they should 
have properly equipped their cars for safe winter driving.

Beginning on October 22, the McClellan investigating Com­ 
mittee changed direction.
